He lias a ranch about Are miles from 
ten Antonio upon which he bored two 
wells, striking a good flow of water at 
A depth of toil feet. He divided IdO 
acres Into tracts of 12% acres each ami 
rented them, the tenants tsdng chief ** 
Belgians, who understand thoroughly 
the bent met boda of using water In the 
growing of vegetables and farm prod- 
octit. 
Irrigation baa been conducted hero 
atore there was a nettle ment. the early 
ftpan lards. Mexicana and 1 ml tons using 
It with a degree of success that provid­ 
ed for all their wants. In modern times 
the old Mexfcsn ditches have lieen used 
south of the city by Germans and Ita l­ 
ians with success. 
But their methods produced no sorb 
results that bare followed Mr. Collins* 
expert meut. He discovered the secret 
of “ Intensive cultivation” with this soil 
when tie found that the best results 
could lie attained: if the w ater was nev­ 
er allowed to touch the plant and If as 
little mater as possible was allowed to 
stand on the surface. His tenants each 
have a connection w ith the main ditch, 
which is supplied by the artesian wells. 
They cultivate their plants, corn. okra,
